UPprErR MARLBOROUGH, Md., Dec. 3.—At 2:30 
this morning a band of masked men camé to 
the jail, overpowered the keeperand broke 
open the ceil of Joe Vermillion, took him out 
and lynched him on the bridge leading tothe 
village. As soon as J. A. Ridgeway, the jail- 


- keeper, opened the door two men grabbed him 


and covered him with pistols. Then they went 
up stairs, broke open the cell, cutthe leg 
frons from the floor, leaving them on the 
prisoner and put a rope about his neck. They 
then dragged him to the bridge and im- 
mediately executed their work. His body 1s 
still hanging awaiting an inquest during the 
dav. 

On the night of November 22 John Vermil- 
liou, who lived near Hali’s Station, Baltimore 


& Potomac Kailroad, and who was well known 


to the court officials of Prince George’s Coun- 
ty, was forcibly taken from bis home and tied 
to a tree. The unknown visitors then re- 
moved his furniture and set fire to his log 
cabin. Fearing bodily harm the man prom- 
ised to leave the vicinity immediately, where- 
upon he was released and left for 
parts unknown: He hed several sons. 
A number of young men living 
near Hails and Covington were arrested 
on November 23 and tried before Justice 
Ryan, for complicity in the burning of Ver- 
miilion’s cabin. He ordered them released. 
INCENDIARY WORK. 

On Monday, November 2%, considerable ex- 
citemeut prevailed near Mulliken’s Station on 

1e Baltimore & Potomac Railroad because of 


[tne burning oftwo large barns and a tene- 


ment house which were fred by incendiaries. 
The Saturday night beforé, almost at the 
same hour, buildings were seen burning in 
different parts of Queen Anne’s district. 
Thomas Black, who lived near Mulliken’s 
Station, suffered the greatest loss. In his 
barn were stored 10,000 pounds of to- 
bacco and mis entire crop of 
hay and fodder. About 9 o’clock this 
building lay in ashes. At 9:25 a barn on the 
farm of Gen. Horn, tenanted by Walter Ryan, 
the magistrate, who acquitted the young man 
brought before him for assaulting Vermillion, 
which contained this year’s crops, together 
with farming implements, was seen to be on 
fire. Though every assistance was rendered, 
itsoon succumbed to the flames. A small 
unoccupied house belonging to James Ham- 


Uton was also burned. 
THE ARREST. 

On the theory that the bulldings were set on 
fire out of revenge for the decision in the case 
of the young men, it was determined to arrest 
the whole family of Vermillions, wha had 
taken up their residence at Bennings station. 
A tramp, giving his name as William Wrisht, 
was also arrested as an accomplice. When 
arrested he had in his possession a seven- 
shooter and threatened any one approaching 
him. He denied any knowledge of the burn- 
ing, and said he was at the residence of ex- 
Gov. Bowie whentheaffair happened. Con- 
stables from Upper Marlborough went 
to the home of the Vermillions 
at Bennings station and arrested Ed- 
ward, John, Jr., George and Joseph 
Vermillion, all grown men and the*fathers of 
large famiiies. Carles Beil, a brother-in-law 
of the Ver millions, was also taken into-cus- 
tody. John Vermillion, Jr., told the officers 
that his brother Joe was the cause of the 
trouble. John said that on Saturday night, 
November 23, about 2:30 o’clock, Joseph, who 
had been living in the woods, ame to his 
house and threatened to get even with those 
who would not give hie father justice in the 
affair of the night before (Friday), when the 
eider Vermilion’s house was burned by a band 
of men who tied him toa tree and only re- 
lease him on his promise to leave the neigh- 
borhood. Both the father, who was in John’s 
house, and John bimseif tried to persuade Joe 
og carrying out the threat, whereupon he 
oft.

WINDOM’S POSITION AS TU SILVER, 


He Recommends an Issue of Treasury Notes 
for All Deposits of Bullion. 


The network of private wires connecting 
Wall Street with the commercial centers of the 
country have been kept warm to-day with 
bulletins and quotations from the 
President's message and the report 
of Secretary of the Treasury Windom, 
Several features of the former have 


attracted marked attention, particularly toat 
relating to American steamships, and a pri- 
vate wire to road gan gy 8 predict a 
marked advance in Pacific ail on the 
strength of the message. The re- 
port of Secretary Windom has deen 
of the greatest interest, however, as his 
position on the silver question has been a 
matter of speculation forsometime. It was 
also of interest for the reason that the repre 
will not be read in Congress until to- morro 
and cannot be made public until then. A pri- 
vate wire to thesamefirm gives the gist of 
the report, thé substance of which has been 
beard in Wall street, as follows: 


The Secretary of the Treasury’s recom- 
mendation for the issue of Treasury notes 
on deposits of silver bullion pro- 
vides that the notes so =F. Massed 
shall be redeemable in either gold 
on silver atthe option of the Government. 
The notes are to be issued at the market rate 
of bullion on the day of deposit, and redeem- 
able when presented in bullion at the then 
market rate.“ 


Later telegrams from the same source ex- 
plain that the mints will be open forthe free 
1 of silver, the market value pot to ex- 
ced $1 for 412% grains of standard silver at the 
The Treasury notes are to 
be receivable for all custome, taxes and 
all public dues, and when held by 
a national banking association shail be 
counted as part of its lawful reserve. It also 
provides that the Secretary ;shali have power 
to suspend gece Pagel to protect the Govern- 
ment against any combination formed to give 
silver an arbitrary value. :

lottery men have told them that they must 

stop and in obedience to the commandof their 
masters the police have stopped. 

The lottery men will submit to no more ar- 
rests, and the police yieid to¢heir wishes. 

Never in the history’of St. Louis has there 
been a time when the criminal class apparent- 
ly maintained such power and held such a 
domineering sway over the authorities. 
The lottery men are running schemes of 
drawing inthe city, there are over one hun- 
dred venders selling tickets of all kinds 
openly, and disreputable sheets, misnamed 
newspapers, publish lottery advertisements 
and drawings us freely as they do notices of 
church services. 

These crimes are belng committed without 
any pretense of concealment, and the police 
are fully aware of them. They could lay their 

hands onthe men if they dared, but the lot- 
tery men have commanded a halt and the 
police obeyed. 

A LUCKEY VENDER. 

Herman Bruner is one of the most notorious 
of the venders. and his case serves to show 
how little need the lottery men bave to fear 
the police, and why. : 

On the Friday following the first publication 
in the Post- DISPATCH, November 15, the police 
made their first arrest. The lottery men had 
been holding meetings to decide what course 
they would pursue. With the crusade on, it 
was necessary that they should pull together 
and act in unison. They gathered in the dif- 
ferent offices from day to day and determined 
what they would do during the coming day. 
The police knew this, and knew where they 
met every day. 

One morning the raid was ordered. The 
lottery men were then meeting in the office of 
Herman Bruner, 2513 South Sixth street. A 
crowd of them had gathered, and they were 
discussing the probability of arrest. 

Suddenly notice was served on them 
‘*Skin out. The police are going to raid 
the place.“ 

They separated and when the police arrived 
a few minutes later there was not a soul in the 
office but Bruner’s clerk; all that was found 
in his possession was one ticket in a past 
drawing. 

WHO NOTIFIED THE LOTTERY MEN 
OF THAT RAID? . 

Bruner in the head and front of the lottery 


men. He is the oldest of the operators. 

Why is he notified when he is about to be 
raided? Noone should know ofthat raid but 
the Chief of Police who ordered it and the 
officers who were assigned to it. 

W hich of them gave it away, and why has 


~ ‘Bruner not been arrested since? 


The culpable neglect of the police and their 
determined refusal to do their plain duty 

roves that the lottery men were right when 

bey declared that they were more powerful 
than the police. 

The lottery ring has the city in its grip and 
the authorities dare not try to break their 
hold. 

Their power extends not alone to the police 
authorities but over the court officials as well, 
and they dictate what shail be done with im- 
pudent assurance that their commands will be 
obeyed. . 

The mysterious release of Shaw, the policy 
man, was all planned before he went to 
trial. When he was arrested a representa- 
tive of the lottery ring went te him and told 
him what to do. 

Don't hire any lawyer, he said, just go 
up there and when the Judge asks you if you 
have anything to say tell him some sort of a 
story and take whatever sentence he gives 
you. It will be ali right. You needn't be 
afraid.’’ 

Shaw obeyed his instructions to tn’ letter. 
He went before the court and the State intro- 
duced ite evidence, which was amply suffi- 
cient to convict him of running a policy shop. 
Shaw said in his own behalf that he had 
dreamed of certain numbers and had just gone 
into that business because he thought if he 
played those numbers he would get rich at 
once and could live in comfort all the rest of 
his life. 

The programme was carried out perfectly. 
Every detail was complete. 

He was sentenced to pay a fine of 8100 and costs. 
He did not pay the fine Ged was sent to jail for 
six months to work it out. He served just three 
days, and then Judge Campbell entered an order 
commuting his sentence and he was released. 

How is it that the lottery men can prepare a 
programme before a trial and have it carried 
out, even to the commuting of a sentence?

A CHANCK TO TEST THE LAW. 


The Secretary of State Told te Go Abroad 
and Enforce the Anti-Trust Law. 


Secretary of State Lesueur now has an op- 
portunity with the assistance of the Attorney 
Genera! and the St. Louis Circult Attorney, to 
see just what is in the anti-trast and com- 
bination law passed at the recent session of 
the Legislature. The case comes up on the 
answer made to the Secretary’s circular in“ 


quiry, by the Quick Meal Stove Co., of this 
city. The first afidayit was not satisfactory 
to the Secretary, and he sent a second biank, 
asking the company to telegraph its action. 
The company has not only refused to conform 
to the deinands made, but has made affidavit 
that it is a member of a combination, and has 
invited tne State to go ahead with its pro- 
cesses. The position of the company is best 
told by its attorneys. They say: 

»The affidavit which our client had inclosed 
to —_ has not been returned. The affdayvit 
follows literally the form prescribed by you, 
and is one of your printed blanks, the modifi- 
cation referred to being in the margin after 
the words: ‘Is not now a member, or a party 
to, any pool, trust agreement, combination, 
confederation or understanding with any 
other person, or sssociation of persons, to 
regulate or fix the price of any article of mer- 
chandise or commodity;’ and the language 
of the modification is: ‘Except that, prior to 
May 18, 1889, said Quick Meal Stove Co. en- 
tered into a combination, now still. existing, 
to manufacture and sell vapor stoves, 
an article patented under the laws of the 
United States, and under patents which are 
still in force; the sales to be at prices fixed 
from time to time by two-thirds vote of the 
licensees of said patent, of which said com- 
pany is one. The blank now inclosed by you 
bas erasures in it made by you, and requires 
our client to say, without qualification, that it 
is not now a member of or a party to, any 
pool, trust, agreement, combination, confed- 
eration, or understanding with any other per- 
gon or association of persons to regulate or 
fix the price of any article of merchandise or 
commodity.’’ 

NOT RETROACTIVE. 

This they decline to do, noting an exception 
that the agreement was entered into prior to 
the passage of the law. In this connection 
they add: 

‘*Secs. land 2 of the anti-pool and trust law 
expressiy have reference to future pools, 
trust agreements, combinations, confedera- 
tions and understandings. It does not at- 
tempt to interfere with those lawfully exist- 
ing at the date of the passage.ofthe law, and 
it could not interfere with them if it would, 
because of that provision of the Constitution 
of the United States which prohibits the 
respective States from passing any ex post 
facto laws or laws impairing the obligation of 
contracts. Furthermore, the law is to be 
strictly construed because of its highly penal 
character.’’ 

Another interesting feature is named as 
follows: 

Tbe article of manufacture in question 18 
one patented under the laws of the United 
States; that the patents are still in force, and 
that our client is a licensee under these 
patents. Weare also informed that the par- 
ties to the combination handling these vapor 
stoves, under the patent in question, are, 
with the exception of our client and another 

arty here, residents of other States. The 
icense received by our client is revocable at 
the election of the other parties if our client 
underselis the price fixed by a two-thirds vote 
ofthe combination of licensees; or it may be 
enforced against our client at the election of 
these other parties.’’ 

THE COMPANY'S DEFIANCE 
is then expressed plainly as follows: 

It now remains for you to determine, un- 
der sec. 7, whether you will notify them to 
withdraw from and sever all business connec- 
tion with the combination in question within 
thirty days on penalty of having their charter 
revoked at the end of that time if they fail to 
dothis. If you determine to give such notice 
they willtake proceedings in a proper tri- 
bunaltoenjoin you from carrying out the 
—4— contemplated by such notice; possi- 

ly that proceeding may be taken in the Fed- 
eral court by a non-resident stockholder of the 
company. We assure you that this company is 
far from captitious in this matter. It has large 
works in thie cityandemploys upwards of 
200 people. It manufactures this patented 
article only. If this anti-pool and trust law 
applies to them, and the courts so decide, 
upon full consideration and final hearing, the 
company will have nochoice but to go out of 
existence or to remove its works to some 
other State. If, however, the courts decide 
in favor of this company aftera full contest, 
it may be that the company will look to you 
personally for recompense forthe lose and 
expense which it will have incurred in making 
the contest.’’ 

Secretary Lesueur has accepted the re- 
sponsibility, and has notified the company 
that unless it shall sever all business con- 
nection with the combination within thirty 
days and return affidavit to that effect its 
charter will be revoked.

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AN ACCOUNT OF THE WORK WHICH 18 OF 
INTEREST TO LOCAL METHODISTS. 


How the Institution Is Managed Under the 
Auspices ofan American Mission—Some | 
Interesting Views Which Arrived Too 
Late fur the Methodist Extension Meet- 
ing — The Chinese Scholar and His 
Methods. 


Rev. Marcus L. Taft, who has been for 
many years a Methodist missionary to China, 
has been in the city recently attending the 
meeting ofthe Board of Church Extension. 
Me has gone to Brooklyn, but aftera brief 
stayin this country he will return to the 
Orient to resume his Isbors there, Since ar- 
riving in St. Louis, Mr. Taft bas heard from 
China and received a copy of the Chinese

The prospectus ofthis institution shows It 
to be the natural development of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Mission in Peking, which grew 
first into the Wiley Institute and is now about 


to pass into the more advanced stage of the 
Pexing University. The title is -— to strike 
those who hear it for the first time as am- 
bitious, and even andacious, but when calm! 
considered it is scarcely out of keeping wit 
the general tone which the outer nations 
assume towards China. The assumption not 
only of undoubted superiority, but of he 
right to impose that superiority on the Chi- 
nese has asubdstantial basis of fact to rest 
upon, and whether it can be altogether justi- 
fied onthe principle of non-interference or 
not makes no practical difference. Facts come 
before théories, and if no formula yet exists 
to explain the fitness of the domination which 
the foreign spirit is resolved to exercise on the 
Ohinese mind, such e formula will in time be 
discovered. Meantime the aggressive move- 
ment is in full play, and the forces behind the 
movement are apparently too potent to be 
seriously hindered in their operation by any 
obstacies whatever. The Peking University, 
under the auspices of an American mission 
board, is an apt expression of the whole atti- 
tude of enlightened foreigners towards the 
Chinese empire. As such it deserves the best 
consideration which wecan give it. The idea 
of this university seems to have been flashed 
into the mind of Bishop Fowler during a 
recent visit to Peking by the imperial ict 
which allowed Westegn science to share with 
Chinese learning inthe honors of the com- 
petitive examinations. Here, thought the 
Bishop, is our opportunity. The hinese 
Government provides the motive for study in 
the reward it offers for success, but it does 
not furnish the means of study. We ill 
supply the want, and with the teach: of 
science we will mingle the teaching of Chris- 
tlanity in such a way as to spread its prin- 
— among the literati of China. 
he missionary spirit is as much a living 
force in the world as the greed of gain or the 
passion for knowledge, and the China field is 
so large and attractive that we may reckon on 
substantial and perhaps startling results of its 
operation in the course of a generation or 
two. It is probably the most potent factor of 
the coming invasion of China, and as such 
challenges attention to its methods. And if by 
discussion and free comparison these methods 
could be in any degree divested of error, and 
their success assured without the drawsbacks 
which are apt to mar all great enterprises, 
then public benefit will be certain to result 
from the ventilation of missionary work out- 
side the professional sphere. II is on this ac- 
count at any rate that we consider it our duty 
to direct attention from time to time to what 
this missionary body is doing, and 
THE NEW PEKING UNIVERSITY 

marks a most important stage in that work. 
The appeal of the Methodist Episcopal Mission 
to the liberality of the United States is for the 
round sum of $500,000, to build and endow the 
university, of which acopy of the design is 
given in the prospectus. The appeal is ac- 
companied bya brief history of the present 
Wiley Institute, and a report by the principal, 
Rev. L. W. Pilcher, for the year 1887-88. These 
well written papers show what a very 
good foundation has already been laid 
in Peking fr the new university and 
what opportunities of teaching the future 
literatti and official) ciass the teaching of the 
new sciences wou'd give them. These papers 
are backed up byastirring article by Bishop 
Fowler, who is Chancellor of the new uni- 
versity. The Bishop basa decided turn for 
graphic and terse expression, and the way he 
sums up the Chinese intellectual situation is 
wonderfully racy, and at the same time fairly 
near the truth. The Chinese scholar studies 
bistory, but it is only that of Cbina. In 

ography he knows only a part of 

hina, nothing beyond. In astronomy his 
earth is central and his stars are characters. 
In zoology his tigers jumping into the sea be- 
come sharks and his sparrows become oys- 
ters. In physics he starts from the five toes 
on bis foot and the five fingers on bis hand, 
and he receives five elements (water, fire, 
wood, metal, earth), five planets, five senses, 
five musical tones, five colors and five moun- 
tain ranges. It will take but little actual 
knowledge to overthrow asystem that rests 
on such erudities. Once set thinking, he 
must reject the contradictions of his 
present conglomerate religion. Let us 
push our present agencies and reinforce them 
by these N and miners, who will let us 
into the citadel of Confucianism and of Chi- 
nese scholarship. 

In this, a peroration of an article by the 
Bishop in the Christian Advocate of New York, 
iscontainedthe gist of the object and the 
hopes of the Peking University, to which we 
wish all the success which such a bold under- 
taking deserves.

MORE MEMBERS WANTED. 


MR. BRADY’S PROPOSITION TO HAVE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEES LARGER. 


He Claims It Would Be Conducive tea Bet- 
ter Attendance—The Rules Committee to 
Take the Matter Up This Evening— 
Joint Meeting of the Teachers Rules 
Committees to Consider a New Substitute 


HIS evening there will 
be four meetings of 
school committees. All 
are of more or less im- 
portance. The Teach- 
ers’ Committee will 
meet separately and in 
conjunction with the 
Rules and Salaries Com- 
5 mittee, and the Rules 
Committee will also 

hold a separate session. 
The Rules Committee has an important sub- 
ject to consider. It is a resolution offered the 
Board by Mr. Brady that the membert- 
ships of all committees except the 
Rules, Auditing and Salaries Commit- 
tees be made seven. The membership 
of these three committees he proposes shall 
be increased to five. At present there are 
only three committees having a membership 
ofseven. These are: the Teachers, Building 
and Library Committees. The Ways and 
Means, Course of Study, Lands and Leasing 
and Supplies Committees have only five 
members, and the Auditing, Rules and Salar- 
ies Committees have only three members. 
Very often it has been impossible to get a 
quorum of some of the committees having 4 
small membership and it is on this. account 
that Mr. Brady thinks an increase in the 
number of members would be wise. 

NEW SUBSTITUTE PLAN. 

The joint meeting of the Teachers and Rules 
Committees will be to considera matter of 
even more importance than increasing the 
membership of committees. It is to pass 
upon the merits of a resolution introduced by 
Mr. O'Connell relating to substitutes. Mr. 
O’Connell takes the position that all the 
solutions of the problem: ‘‘How 
to obtain a ‘good and sufficient 
supply of substitutes ‘‘have been liable to 
serious objecttous, and thatthe maintenance 
of a good reserve corps of substitutes is of 
vital importance to the interest of the 
schools. His plan isthis: ‘‘One substitute 
shall be sent to each of the twelve- room 
schools, who shall remain at the school to 
which she shall have been assigned for a term 
of twenty weeks unless she shall be trans- 
ferred or appointed before the expiration of 
her time. hat substitutes who shall have 
been thus assigned to the respective schools 
for duty shall devote themselves to teaching 
and assisting in the practical work of the 
school and to this end shall have a programme 
of work similar to that of the regular teachers. 
They shall not have less than three nor more 
than five recitations per day in at least two 
different grades. The remainder of the time 
shall be spent in observation and correction 
ot school work. They may also devote one- 
half hour a day to record work if the r 

al so directs, but in ng case shall this 
imit be exceeded. work shall 
be supervised in the same way 
as that of the regular teachers. 
and efficiency estimated in the same way. 
This substituting work shall be considered an 
equivalent for what now constitutes the last } 
twenty weeks’ work at the Normal School. 
Normal graduates are to be preferred in the 
selection. In the absence of a regular teacber 
the substitute is to take it up and carry it on 
until relleved. The substitutes who do most 
efficient work under this plan are to be pre- 
ferred in appointments.

The Building Committee of the board is not 
allowing itself to become worried over the 
talk of Capt. McClellan, the Boiler Inspector, 
in regard to the school janitors who have 
charge of steam heating. In fact they insinu- 
ate that the Boiler Inspector has got up more 
steam than is warranted. The law which he 
is laying so much stress upon they say pro- 
vides that all persons baving charge of bollers 


in which there is more than twenty-five pounds 
pressure must qualify as engineers, but as 
there is never that much pressure in the 
school boilers the school janitors who have 
charge of steam heating do not come in under 
the law. 
‘‘Why,’’ said Chairman O'Connell of the 
Buliding Committees this morning, vou can

ten pounds pressure in the bollers. The only 
time we ever have fifteen or twenty pounds 
ressure is when we make tests of the boilers. 
e have a competent engineer, Mr. Lee, 
whose duty it is to instruct the janitors 
thoroughly in their work of heating the 
schools, and he gives a great deal of attention 
to this part of his business.’’

THE MERCHANTS’ PLAN WILL BE Tor- 
LOWED IN THE BIG IMPROVEMENT. 


The Design and Specifications to Be Sub- 
mitred for Approval to the Board of 
Public improvements Next Friday—An 
Effort to Be Made to Have the Structure 
Ready for the Spring Trade. 


HE indications now 
are that the problem 
of building the Union 
Market Arcade has 
been solved by the 
Broadway merchants, 
2 who have so earnestly 
taken the enterprise 
aim band. Under their 
directions a special 
set of plans have been 
prepared and ap- 
proved by them and 
a prospective view 
of the building ac- 
A companies the fol- 
lowing discription of it. Since the plans were 
made they have been presented to the Board 
of Public Improvements and the design 
favorably commented upon, the main ques- 
tion then being whether the structure could 
be bullt for $45,000, the sum appropriated for 
that purpose. To establish that fact beyond 
doubt the Merchants’ Committee invited pro- 
posals to erect the building, and these bids 
have been opened. They show that the build- 
ers have done some close figuring on the 
work, as $46,775 is the highest and 
$46,600 the lowest bid, the successful 
competitor being Mr. 8. M. Ross 
who in connection with other contracts is 
building the new Boatmen’s Savings Bank. 
Another reliable competitor was Mr. D. 
Evans. 

Mr. Joseph Specht who has taken great in- 
terestin baving this imprevement is much 
pleased with the result and is very hopeful 
thatthe plans and specifications will be ap- 
proved by the Board of Public luoprovements 
at its meeting on Friday next, when the mat- 
ter will be presented to that body for official 
action. 

It will de observed thatthe lowest bid ex- 


ceeds the appropriation $1,500, but Mr. Specht 
saya that in addition to the amount set aside 
TO BUID THE ARCADE 

asum of $2,800 bas also been appropriated to 
put down granitoid walks all around and 
over the market This $2,800 
properly belongs improve- 
ment kund. Then in addition to 
that a reliable bid of $250 for the old material 
which is to be cleared away by the purchaser, 
leaving the building site free from all debris, 
bas been made.

Mr. Specht feels very confident 
it will be carried out, for even 
in the event that there should 
be a deficiency of $1,500 he says that amount 
will be readily and cheerfully contributed d 
the Broadway merchants. The arcade is muo 
needed and now that the market people see 
that it is going to constructed for 
their convenience are anxious 
to have it. hoped that 
with the early approval of the plans by the 
Board of Public Improvements that the work 
of building will be commenced by the first of 
next month, and that it may be finished ready 
for the spring business. 


THE PLANS 
and specifications to be submitted to the board 
| were drawn and prepared by Mr. A. P. Hyatt, 
architect. 

The building isto cover an area of 116x255, 
the Lucas avenue side being exacti the 
length of the present Union Meat Market 
Building,.and leaying a pavement on Broad- 
way and Sixth stréet of twenty-one feet, and 
on Lucas avenue of fourteen feet. 

The space south ofthe present building is 
divided off into seventy-eix stalls with pass- 
age Ways between and openings on both sides 
of stalls enabling the vendor to sell from 
either side. 

INTERIOR ARRANGEMENTS. ; 

The stands, 24x23 feet square, are to be 
made so that — gay | be divided into two, 
three or four stalls. Thecenter row will be 
made movable so that in case the stands on 
four sides suffice to supply the demands, the 
center row may be omitted or set aside. 

No stoves will be permitted in the stands, 
and arrangements are made fora suppply 
pipe for fuel purposes for each one, or four 
stalls in each space of 24x24 feet. Six fine 
holes for the use of large base burners have 
also been provided for. 

The fish market will occupy two large stalls 
on Sixth street, and one on Lucas avenue, 120 
feet front, which is more than double the

TO MAKE EVERY DOLLAR COUNT l 
which is appropriated for this important im- 
provement it is contemplated to offer the old 
sheds and stalls (which are now the property 
of the city) for sale to parties who will re- 
move the same,and the money thus realized 
is to be applied to the purchase of new 
material for the arcade construction. 

The building will be finished outside with 
selected red brick, cut stone caps and bases 
and moulded iron architrayes, ornamen 
iron gates for the larger openings; and the 
design is to have the entire building closed 
to the public by means of these gates. 
There are four towers, the second — of 
which may be utllized for offices or restaurant, 
with a baicony or terrace open tothe atmos- 
phere at all seasons, but which may be closed 
in by means of awnings if desired. These 
towers will brin 
when used for various N 

Inside the buliding will be finished in yellow 
pine and paved with granitoid, and arrange- 
ment has been made to have hose connec- 
tions at convenient places for washing off 
this entire area, the space under stalis being 
open all through, and no dark secret hiding 
places for tne breeding of vermin. Fences 
and grates will be of wrought iron. 

In conclusion the merchants say that these 
plans have been drawn with aview of comfort 
for the market people and the generai public,” 
and on a basis ofstricteconomy. Every dol- 
lar putinto the improvement will show 100 
cents, and at the same tim it will be an orna- 
ment to the city and a great attraction to our 
home people and strangers.

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THE MESSAGE. 
The interest always attaching to a new 
President’s first message has been in-

} creased by the wavering front of Presi- 


dent HaRRISON’s party on some of the 
issues on Which it managed te win in last 
year’s contest, and the message we priut 
to-day will be generally read by those 
who take an interest in public affairs. 
But they will find most of it rather 
tiresome reading; recapitulations of de- 
partment ‘details with matter-of-course 
recommendations. Those points in it 
which will attract the largest share of 
public attention refer to Indian affairs, 
pensions, the reduction of taxation, the 
silver question, civil service reform, Fed- 
éral appropriatiens for schools, and Fed- 
eral legislation for the protection of the 
negro and the control of the ballot- box. 
It will be observed that while some- 
thing is said in favor of extending the 
free list by a revision of the tariff, it is 


“hedged about with protection provisos 


that render the suggestions meaningless 
and accompanied with a recommendation 
of the repeal of the tobacco tax and of 
the tax on spirits used in the arts. And 
while the propriety of keeping the re- 
ceipts down to the needs of the Govern- 
ment and the requirements of the sinking 
fund is recognized the President manages 
to favor a liberal system of appropria- 
tions and subsidies well calculated to use 
up all our present revenues and more. 

He favors liberal appropriations for 
schools, for coast fortifications, for army 
and navy increase, for a merchant naval 
reserve, and liberal pensions for all hon- 
orably discharged soldiers who ars or may 
become dependent through disability, no 
matter how incurred. 

The message contains also an argument 
against the free coinage of silver or any 
considerable increase thereof, and an 
apology tor his surrender to the spoils 
system; but it reaffirms his allegiance to 
civil service reform. It favors 
the education of the Indians for 
citizenship and the abolition of 
the tribal organization as fast as 
treaty obligations will permit. It closes 
with a vigorous assertion of the right of 
the Federal Government to control elec- 
tions for Congress, but the effect of the 
Virginia election is plainly seen in the 
halting and hazy recommendations of 
Federal legislation for the protection of 
the negro and the ballot-box. 

Not a word is said about the protection 
of the dependent white man at the ballot- 
box, and the message is noticeably mum 
with regard to our Canadian dispute, the 
Behring Sea question and several other 
matters,over which the Republicans made 
a great deal of fuss in the presidential 
election. 

A CONFFSSION OF CROOKEDNESS. 

The curtain was rung down on the latest 
lottery farce in the Court of Criminal 
Correction yesterday. The ending was 
exactly what was expected from the series 
of blunders which led up to it and which 
would be intensely amusing if they did 
not reflect such deep disgrace on the ad- 
ministration of justice in this city. 

The case against JOHN GILBERT, 
charged with violating the lottery law 
by publishing lottery advertisements, was 
dismissed because of an error in the in- 
formation. This error was so palpable 
and displayed such incredible ignorance 
on the part of the Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney, that it gives ground for the sus- 
picion that it was made intentionally. 
Through this outrageous blunder GILBERT 
goes unpunished, and not the slightest 
check is placed on the continued course of 
law-breaking for pay. 

What do the police and Mr. Dirrkxs 
propose to do about this scandalous situa- 
tion now? Will the blunder of arresting a 
man of whose responsibility for the crime 
with which he is charged the State has 
not a particle of evidence be repeated? 
Will another loophole of escape from the 
payment of a fine be given the law-break- 
ing sheet? Has the Prosecuting Attorney 
no responsibility for the manner in which 
his subordinate performs the duty of his 
office? 

The patience of the people of this city 
has been tested beyond endurance by this 
method of dealing withcrime.- Another 
failure to cateh the right man and to 
catch him so that he cannot escape pun- 
ishment must be taken as a confession of 
submission to corrupt influences in favor 
of criminals.

THE COURT OF APPEALS HANDS DOWN 
TWENTY-SIX DECISIONS 


Eighteen of Them Sustaining Cireuit Court 
Judtes— The Duties of a Husband and 
Wife Defined—A Question of Mainten- 
ance Scttled—The Law and Negligence— 
James McBride’s Petition Dismissed— 


WENTY-SIX opinions 
were handed down by 


the Court of Appeals 


this morning, and, 
muon to the delight of 
the Olrcult Judges and 
many lawyers, most of 
them were aflirm- 
anees. Two weeks ago 

the majority of cases 
from the Uircuit Court 
were reversed. 

Of these Judge Rom 
bauer delivered ten; Jndge Thompson, eight, 
and Judge Biggs, eight decisions. 

An interesting decision in the matter of 
maintenance of a divorced wife was rendered 
in the case of Alice P. Spengler against Lonis 
M. Spengler, in which the Court says: 

“This is an action by the wife against her hus- 
band for maintenance. The trial in the Cir- 
cuit Court resulted in favor ot the wife, and 
the defendant was ordered to pay her 
$25 per month. From this judgment of decree 
the defendant has appealed and complains of 
the admission of incompetent and irrelevant 
evidence and that the decree was not author- 
ized by the evidence. The parties were mar- 
ried On the 12th day of October, 1867, and lived 
together until January 28, 1878. The defend- 
ant’s mother kept house in the city and her 
family consisted of herself and two unmar- 
ried daughters. Previous to the marriage the 
defendant Had lived with his mother as a 


member of the family, and she and her 
daughters were to a certain extent dependent 
upon him for support. The couple began 
their married life as members of this family, 
and during its continuance the relations 
of the defendant were not very amiable to- 
ward the young wife if her statement is worthy 
of belief. The plaintiff in her testimony has 
BUT LITTLE FAULT TO FIND 
with her hasband’s personal conduct towards 
her except that he left her alone during two 
evenings in the week and failed to protect her 
against the persecutions and an- 
to which she was daily 
at the hands of 


ry she was given to understand by 
the husband’s relatives, afew days after her 
marriage, that her presence in the family was 
distasteful and this was manifested daily 
inmany ways. Inthe fore part of January 
the plaintiff fell on theice, which fall in its 
consequences was 80 serious to the yonn 
wife as to require for her the most watchtu 
and tender care. During her Hiness the de- 
fendant’s mother and sisters continued to 
persecute and annoy her, which was likely 
to result in the permanent impairment 
of ber health. he situation of 
matters was fully explained tothe defendant 
and he was asked by hie wife to protect her, 
which he either declined or was unable to do. 
The trouble was made known to her physi- 
olan and he impressed onthe defendant the 
necessity of absolute quiet for ber. At this 
time the plaintiff’e mother and sisters were 
informed of the treatment she was receiving at 
the bands of the other members ofthe family 
and they undertook to nurse her and give her 
the attention that one in her condition of 
health reguired. Their visit to the house ex- 
tended the difficulty to the female members of 
the two families and resulted in 

AN OPEN QUARREL 

and threats of personal violence in the 
presence and hearing of the plaintiff. This 
condition of affairs continued until the even- 
ing of January 28, when the plaintifi’s father 
visited her. He found herin her room alone, 
sick and unconscious. The husband was at 
that moment at a social gathering in the 
neighburhood and his mother and sisters 
were in another part ot the house. The plain- 
tiff’s father found the defendant and informed 
him of his wife's condition, and 
he also suggested that in the 
present state of her health he thought it ad- 
visable to remove her to his house. 

The defendant sent for a carriage and she 
was removed that night. What occurred on 
that occasion and atterwardsis a matter of 
dispute. The defendant admitted he never 
went to see his wife after she left him on that 
occasion, and that he bas never asked ber to 
return. * * * The evidence, as preserved in the 
record, does not presenta case of unjustifia- 
ble abandonment, unless it was the duty of 
the plaintiff? under the circumstances to 
return voluntarily to the house ot the de- 
fendant’s mother. It is the duty of the wife 
to follow the fortunes of her husband and be 
content with such a house and style of living 
as his means will justify, and the law will not 
countenance her abandonment of the hus- 
band on account of poverty or because the 
manner of living which he has seen fit to 
adopt to notin acoord with bis wife’s ideas on 
ot. But the law contemplates thai 
and shall furnish his wife with more 
shelter. Men of ordinary 
compassion do that much for their 
domestic animals. The husband must fur- 
nish his wife with a home, in which her do- 
mestic happinessis considered. If he treats 
ber cruelly himself the law will not compel 
her to live with him, and if he suffers other 
members of his family to torment and insult 
her, he is equally guilty. The plaintiff’s 
charge of neglect and abuse by her busband’s 
relatives is uncontradicted and there is noth- 
ing in the record to show that the defendant 
ever gave the plaintiff any assurance that 
ber life would ove different if she 
would again live with him. As 
plaintiff left with the eonsent of the defend- 
ant and the latter has failed to request the 
plaintiff to return and give her the assurance

WILL FIGHT IT OUT. 


THE COTTON BELT ROAD OBJECTS TO TAE 


RULE OF A RECEIVER. 


Attack on the Central Trust Co. of New 
York—Heow the Default in May Interest 
Was Made—Some Peculiar Financiering 
Second Mortgages and Stock Applied 
to Interest on the First Mortgage. 


Evidently the St. Louis, Arkaneas & Texas 
Railway Cos. in Missouri and Arkansas are 
not satisfied with the method adopted by 
the trustees of their first mortgage bonds to 
trust them into the hands ot recelvers. This 
morning an answer was filed in the United 
States Circuit Court to the bill of the Central 
Trust Co. asking a foreclosure of the mort- 
gage, and in it the companies dispute 
vigorously the allegations of the bill. The 
paragraphs are answered seriatim. The first 
essential denial is that the mortgage covers 
all the property of the companies acquired 
since the execution of the mortgage. The 
answer admits that the mortgage covers all 
property acquired subsequent to the making 
of the mortgage, which consists in additions 
to its property between Bird’s Point and Texar 
kana, additions to ite property between Paw- 


Paw Junction and New Madridin Missouri, to 
property between McNeil and Magnolia, to 
property between Altheimer and Little Rock, 
to property between Louisville and Shreve- 
port, and to property between Maiden, Mo., 
and a point opposite Grand Tower. It denies 
that any other 

PROPERTY SUBSEQUENTLY ACQUIRED 
is included in the mortgage. 

It is denied that the railroad com panies 
neglected to pay May interest due under the 
mortgage on the bonds as described in the 
bill, but it is claimed that a part of the interest 
amounting to $140,000 was paid. It es — 
denies that there was a default on the May !n- 
terest, and charges that the apparent and 
partial default was due to dcts of the Central 
Trust Co 
The defencant avers that the gold certifi- 
cates issued by the Centrai Trust Co. as pro- 
vided for in the mortgage, while they were 
not signed and executed by the railway com- 
pany were nothing more or less than the sub- 
stitutes for the bonds and coupons of the 
railway companies and that the payment by 
the companies of these cerfificates would be a 

ayment of the coupons themselves. This 

ing so the Central Trust Co. had no further 
interest in the matter than to see 
that such certificates and coupons were paid 
at maturity, andthe railway companies had 
the right to pay such coupons or certificates 
through any agency they might choose. Ac- 
cordingly 
WITHOUT ANY OBJECTION OR PROTEST 
from the Central Trust Co. the railway com- 
panies did pay the coupons falling due No- 
vember 1, 1858, through the Mercantile Trust 
Co. of New York, and pursuing the same 
qourse, the companies being in credit for the 
payment of the whole ofthe coupons falling 
due May 1, 1889, the Mercantile Trust Co. 
took up and paid the coupons to the 
amount of $140,000 and would have 
nid all ot them their due had not the Central 

‘rust Co. interfered, claiming that it alune 
had the authority to pay the coupons. It noti- 
fied the President of the railway companies 
that it must de put in funds to take up the 
certificate coupons, or it would proceed to 
enforce remedies provided in the mortgage. 
The Mercantiie Trust Co. then refused to take 
up the balance of the certificates, and the 
Central Trust Co. claiming default, proceeded 
to foreclose the mortgage. 

Mismanagement and allegations of reduced 
earning power are vehementiv denied.

ARTER ANOTHER ROAD. 


8 RESIDING ON PARK AVENUE PE- 
TITION MAYOR NOON ax 


They Want a Street Railroad on the Avenue 
Trying to Knock Out the Milk-Inspec- 
tion Bill — Providing for Next Year’s 
Street Sprinkling—A Report to Be Made 
on the Work-House—Municipal Matters. 


There is a petition now in the hands of 
Mayor Noonan, signed by some seventy or 
more residents and property owners on Park 
ich was 
granted to the People’s Railw o. to lay 
tracks on Park avenue be extenged and the 
company allowed to use the track gntil such 
time as the question of the validity of the Park 
Railway Co. franchise is settled. 

Urne People’s Railway obtained from Mayor 
Noonan on September 5 a permit to lay tem- 
porary tracks on certain streets pending tne 
construction of the main cableline. Among 
the streete included in the lot was Park ave- 
nue. Now the tracks alongthe regular line 
of the road are finished and are being op- 
erated. In addition to this the company is 
running cars on Park avenue, and it is 
understood it is the intention to keep 
up the practice until the time expires for the 
permit, which is on or about January 5. There 
is a positive stipulation in the permit, how- ; 
ever, which states positively that the tracks 
must be taken up when the work of putting 
down the new tracks is finished. Mayor 
Noonan said this morning that he would take 


no action in the matter for some time, as 
there Was no necessity for haste 

Those signing the petition seem very de- 
sirous of having a line of cars on Park avenue; 
there are about an equai number of residents 
on the same street who object. 

Under the same permit the company laid 
tracks of a temporary nature out Chouteau | 
avenue from St. Ange avenue to Mississippi 
avenué, and up Mississipp! avenue to Park 
avenue. These were deserted by the company 
on Thanksgiving Day and are lying unsued, 
an obstruction to the street. The Street Com- 
missioner hasthe authority to order them up 
but as yet has not done anything in the mat- 
ter. The frost last week prevented any work 
being done and itis probable that he will have 
the work done shortly. 


Milk Inapection Complications. 


The House Committee on Sanitary Affairs will 
bold a meeting this afternoon to hear discus- 
sion On the subject of milk inspection. 

There are two milk inspection laws in ex- 


istence which can be applied to St. Louls, and 
which do not conform in every particular. 
The State law, for example, permits the sale 
of what is known as ‘‘skimmed milk, while 
— city ordinance does not. A Muk In- 

ector has been appointed under the city or- 
a nance and has been doing some very 
effective work in his department. 
A number of milk dealers have 
been hauled up for violating the laws by 
watering, coloring or otherwise tampering 
with the milk they handled, and in each case 
they pleaded guilty and were giad to escape 
with the payment of afine. Now an effort is 
being made by one of the two factions of milk 
dealers in the city to have the city ordinance 
repealed and have the inspection done 
under the State law. Milk Inspector 
Sulitvan said this morning: ‘‘I know 
that there is a kick being made by some of the 
miikmen, dut 1 do not exactly understand 
what is being done. There are two classes of 
dealers in the city, those who get their milk 
from the country and those who get it here in 
the city or in the immediate suburbs. Some 
want one law andthe rest want another, and 
it is utterly impossible to get one to suit all of 
them. I think that the laws we have now 
and which we can enforce are as good as can 
be made.“ 

It remains to be seen what the result of the 
committee’s deliberations will be. 


The Work-House Affair. 


The Board of Public Improvements Com- 
mittee on Work-bouse, consisting of Com- 
missioners Klemm and Murphy and President 
Flad, is preparing a report to submit 


to the board on Friday. The 
committe investigated the Work- house 
yesterday, or rather essrs. Murph 
and Klemm went down there yesterday wit 
a stenographer and listened to the stories ofa 
great many people. The amount of testimony 
taken was suchtnatit could not be made 
ready for presentation to the board before 
next Friday. What the recommendations of 
the committee willbe isnot knownto any 
saye the members. 

Commissioner Murphy said this morn- 
Ing. We have taken a good deal of testi- 
mony and will presentittothe board. What 
we will say about it will be made pubiic 
later. Mr Klemm said nothing as pastexpe- 
rience has taught him that the less he says 
about these things the better. 


Three Hundred Miles of Streets. 


Commissioner Burnet has prepared the new 
sprinkling ordinance and will have it intro- 
duced into the Municipal Assembly to-night. 
The new bill is so drawn up as to repeal and 
take she place of all previous ordinances for 
the me purpose. In the list of streets to 
be sprinkled there are a great many which are 
new. The whole number of streets provided 
for in the new bill will cover about 360 miles, 
and will be divided into forty-three sprinkling 
districts which in the spring will be let out to 
contractors as before by allowing them to 
bid and then giving the contracts to the low- 
est bidders.

OVER 1,300,000 BUSHELS OF DECEMBER 
WHEAT DELIVERED TO-DAY. 


ine of Long Wheat in the Pos- 
session One Qperator—The Elevators 
Not Carrying May Wheat—The Situation 
in the Markets of Europe and America, 


N ’Change this morn- 
ing there was much 
interest felt in the 
course of Fraley in 
regard to the wheat 
deal in which he is 
now interested. Fraley 
has been going long 
on December wheat 
for some time, and 
had more than 1,300,000 
bushels bought. This 
wheat was delivered to him yesterday and in- 
volves a payment of about $1,250,000. Fraley 
has made no attempt to buy any of his long 
time in, and it is now being carried for him 
by two commission houses. 
HEAVY CARRYING CHARGES. 

Formerly the wheat has been carried by the 
elevators from December to May, but this 
year the market has not been considered as 
justifying any such course, and several com- 
mission houses have taken the contract, 
charging therefor a very high rate, estimuted 
as high as 8 per cent interest, besides a com- 
mission of i cent a bushel. With storage and 
insurance charges it is estimated that 
the carrying charges between the present 
time and May will amount to 7% cents a 
bushel. That neither Fraley noi anyone else 
has May wheat sold against December at 
any such difference is well known to every 
trader on the floor, and what Fraley expects 
to gain by holding on in the face of a loss 
that at present figures cannot be less than 2 


cents, is What is puszlipg the floor. There 
never bas been any such difference this sea- 
son between May and December as would al- 
low a profit over carrying charges at the fig- 
ures before quoted. 
DURING PREVIOUS YEARS 

the elevators bave been in the habit of carry- 
ing wheat from December to May, but they 
have always had the latter sold at a price so 
much above the former that it was impossible 
for them to lose anything, while their gain 
might be large. This season the case was 
different, and the elevators 
none of the oarrying. The short 
interest is predom inant on the 
floor, and wheat is sold wherever a chance 
presents itself, Fraley being almost the only 
heavy ions on the market. Two firms are doing 
most of the carrying for him. One delivered 
over six hundred thousand bushels this morn- 
ing and another over five hundred thousand. 
Great interest is felt as to what will be 
the outcome, as, if this line of longs 
is let go, the price will descend 
to a very low point, unless some one else 
takes it up, a contingency thatis regarded as 
by no means probable. 

It is supposed that the stock is carried on 
the supposition that there will be a very large 
increase in the demand and a corresponding 
advance in the price. The receipts so far 
have been very large, but there 
are believed to be signs ot a 
decided diminution. Both Duluth and Min- 
neapolis show a falling off in receipts amount- 
ing to between 2%and 50 percent, while the 
St. Louis receipts last week were over 100,- 
000 bushels less than the week preceeding.

AN IMMENSE CORN CROP, 


THE RECEIPTS IN ST. LOUIS THE LARGEST 


ON RECORD. 


> 


as Fast as It Is Received—The Foreign . 
Demand the Heaviest Ever Known—In- 
sufficient Transp Burks and the 
East Side Receipts. 


VER since St. Louis 
was founded have there 
been such receipts of 
corn as within the last 
three weeks. Since 
November 16, the re- 
ceipts have amounted to 
2,600,000 bushels, and 
shipments are coming in 
at the rate of from 800, 
000 to 400,000 bushels «4 
day. Such figures are 
far beyond anything 
that has ever been 


known before, and the most enthusiastic corn 
dealers admit that they bad never expected 
such a rush of this cereal to St. Louis. 


When it was learned how much corn was 


coming in a great accumulation at this point 
was anticipated, and some deals were made 
on the supposition that St. Louis would soon 


be suffering from a plethora of corn and thas 
the price would fall to a very low point. 
BUT WHEN AN ESTIMATE 

ot the shipments was made it was found that 
thestock on hand had not increased over 
bushels and that this in- 
crease was due rather to the low 
stage of the river than to any 
deficiency in the demand. The barge lines 
are crowded to their utmost capacity, and 
cannotsupply as much transportation as is 
required. The river is so low that not more 
than 20,000 bushels to a barge can be carried, 
and this fact has caused nota little incon- 
venience. If the capacity of the barges 


should be increased 50 per cent there would 
no difficulty in providing freight for 


them. The railroads have taken out 
nearly as much corn as the barges and have 
still unfilled orders for hundreds of thousands 
of busbels. The receipts have been unpre- 
cedented, but the demand is even greater, 
and had — uate transportation facilities 
been at hand, there would have beena large 
decrease 4 — of a slight in- 
crease in tbe stock on hand.

THE PEKALTA GRANT. 


Decision of the Surveyor-General on the 
Reavis Claim. 


rucsox, Ariz., Dec. 8.—Surveyor-General 
Johnson has transmitted to the Commissioner 
of the Genera! Land Office an adverse report 
upon the Peralta grant, claimed by James 
Addison’ Reavis, containing 5,000,000 acres of 
public lands, including the cities of Phenix, 
Florence, Solomonville, etc. The tract is 
conservatively valued at $25,000,000. It was 
alleged that this grant was recommended by 
Fernando VI. of Spain in 1748, and issued to 
Miguel Peralta by the Viceroy of New Spain 
in 1758. Reavis first claimed thetitie. Later 
he set up a title in his wife as the lineal he.r of 
Peralta. 

The Surveyor-General holds there is proof 
of forgery and fraudulent insertion of papers 
in the arcnives and fabrication of documents. 
The Surveyor-General recommends that the 
claim be not allowed and urges vigorous pros- 
ecution of the parties guilty of fabricating 
this fraudulent claim.

The people of 
these States are already well trained, intelli- 
gent, and patriotic American citizens, having 
common interests and sympathies with those 
ofthe older States and a common purpose to 
detend the integrity and uphold the honor of 
the nation. 

PROTECTION FOR RAILROAD RMPLOYES. 

Tue attention of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has been called to the urgent 
need of Congressional legislation for the 
better protection of the lives and limbs of 
those engaged in operating the great inter- 
state 285 lines of the country, and es- 
pecially of the yard men and brakemen. A 
petition, signed by nearly ten thousand rail- 
way brakemen, was presented to the commis- 
sion, asking that steps might be taken to 
bring about the use of automatic brakes and 
couplers on freight cars. 

At the meeting of State Railroad Commis- 
sioners aud their accredited representatives, 
held at Washington in March last upon the 
invitation of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, a resolution was unanimously 
adopted, urging the commission to consider 
What can be done to prevent the loss of life 
and limb in coupling and uncoupling freight 
cars, and in handling the brakes of such 
cars. During the year ending June 30, 1888, 
over 2,000 railroad employes were killed in 
service, and more than 20, 000 injured. It is 
competent I think for Congress to require uni- 
formity inthe construction of cars used in 
interstate commerce and the use of improved 
safety appliances upon such trains. Time will 
be necessary to make the needed changes, but 
an earnest and intelligent beginning should 
be made at once. It is a reproach to our civil- 
ization that any class of American workmen 
sbould, in the pursuit of a necessary and use- 
ful vocation, be subjected to a peril of life and 
limb as great as that of a soldier in time of 
war. 

THE DEPARTMEXT OF AGRICULTURE. 

The creation of an executive department, to 
be known as the Department of Agriculture, 
by the act of February 9, last, was a wise and 
timely response to arequest which had long 
been respectfully urged by the farmers of the 
country. But much remains to be done to 
perfect the organization of the department so 
that it may fairly realize the expectations 
which its creation excited. In this connection 
attention is called to the suggestions con- 
tained in the report of the Secretary, which is 
herewith submitted. The need ofa law of- 
oer for the department, such as is provided 
for the other executive departments, is 
manifest. The failure of the last Congress to 
make the usual provision for the publication 
of the annual report should be promptly 
remedied. The public interestinthe report 
and its value to the farming commupnity, Iam 
sure, will not be diminished under the new 
organization of the department. 

THE WEATHER SERVICE. 

Irecommend that the weather service be 
separated from the War Department and es- 
tablished as a bureau in the Department of 
Agriculture. This will involve the entire re- 
organization both of the Weather Bureau and 
ofthe Signal Corps, making of the first a 
purely civil organization and of the other a 
purely military staff corps. The report of the 
Chief Signal Officer shows that the work of the 
corps on its military side has been deterio- 
rating. . 

THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The interests of the people of the District of 
Columbia should not be lost sight of in the 
pressure for consideration of measures af- 

tecting the whole country. Having no Legis- 
lature of its own, either municipal or general, 
Its poople must look to Congress for the regu- 
lation of all those concerns that, in the States, 
_are the subject of local control. Our whole 
peopie have an interest that the national 
capital should be made attractive and beanti- 
ful, and above all that its repute for social 
order should be weil maintained. The laws 
regulating the sale of intoxicating drinks in 
the District should be revised with a view to 
bringing the traffic under stringent limita- 
tions and control. 

In execution of the power conferred upon 
me by the act making appropriations for the 
expenses of the District of Columbia for the 
year ending June 30, 1889, I did on the I7th day 
of August last appoint Rudolph Hering of 
New York, Samuel M. Gray of Rhode Island, 
and Frederick P. Stearns, of Massachusetts, 
three eminent sanitary engineers, to examino 
and report upon the system of sewerage ex- 
isting in the District of Columbia. Their re- 
port, which is not yet completed, will bein 
due course submitted to Congress. 

The report of the Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict is herewith transmitted and the attention 
of Congress called to the suggestions con 
tained therein. 

THE WOKLD’S FAIR. 

The proposition to observe the four hun- 
dredth anniversary of the discovery of Amer- 
ica by the opening of a World's Fair or Expo- 
sition in some one of our great cities will be

aA CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

On the 4th of March last the Civil Service 
Commission had but asingle member. The 
vacancies were filled on the 7th ny | of 
Man and since then the commissioners have 
been industriousiy, though with an inade- 

uate force, engaged in exeouting the law. 

hey were assurea by me that a cordial sup- 
rt would be given them in the faithful and 
fupartial enforcement of the statute aud of 
the rules and regulations adopted in aid of it. 

Heretofore the book of eligibles has been 
closed to every one, except as certifications 
wore made upon the requisition of the ap- 
pointing officers. This secrecy was the source 
of much suspicion, and of many charges 
of fdvyoritism in the administration of the law. 
What is secret is always suspected; what is 
open can be judged, ue commission, with 
the full approval of all its members, has now 
opened the list of eligibles to the public. The 
Sable lists forthe classified S and 
custom-houses are now publicly posted in the 
respective offices, as are also the certifications 
for appointments. The purpose of the civil 
service law was absolutely to exciude:; any 
other consideration in connection with ap- 
pointments under) it than that of merit as 
tested the examinations. The 
business proceeds upon the theory 
that both the examining boards 
and the appointing officers are absolutely ig- 
norant as to the political views and assoocia- 
tions of all persons on the civil service lists. 
It isnot too much to say, however, that some 
recent Congressional investigations have 
somewhat shaken public confidence in the 
impartiality of the selections for appoint- 
ment. 

SUGGESTIONS TO THE COMMISSION. 

The reform of the civil service will make no 
gate or satisfactory advance until the present 
law and its equal administration are well es- 
tablished in the confidence of the people. It 
will be my pleasure, as it is my duty, to see 
thatthe law is executed with firmness and 
impartiality. some of its provisions 
have been fraudulently evaded by appointing 
officers, Our resentment should no — 7 
the repeal of the law, but reform in its admin- 
istration. Weshbould have one view of the 
matter, and hold it with a sincerity that it is 
not affected by the consideration that the par- 
ty to which we belong is forthe time in pow- 
er.

OAUSES FOR REMOVAL UNDER THE LAW. 

The duty of appointment is devolved by the 
Constitution or by the taw, and appoint- 

| 0 are tly held toa high re- 
sponsibility in its exercise. The growth of 

country and the consequent increase of 
the civil list have magnified this function of 
the Executive dispropriationately. It cannot 
be denied, however, thatthe labor connected 
with this necessary work is increased, often 
to the point of actual distress, by the sudden 
and excessive demands that are made upon an 
incoming administration for removais and 
appointments. But, on the other hand, 
it is not true that incumbency is a conclusive 
argument for a continuance in office. Impar- 
tiality, moderation, fidelity to public duty, 
and a d attainmentin the discharge of it 
must be added before the argument is com- 
piete. When those holding administrative 
offices so conduct themselves as to convince 
just political opponents that no party consid- 
eration or bias affectsin any way the discharge 
of their public duties we can more easily stay 
the demand for removals. 

I am satisfied that both in and out of the 
classified service great benefit would accrue 
from the adoption of some system by which 
the officer would receive the distinction and 
benefit that,in all private employments, comes 
from exceptional faithfulness and efficiency 
in the performance of duty. 

I have suggested to the heads of the execu- 
tive departments that they consider whether 
a record might not be kept of each bureau of 
all those elements that are covered by the 
terms ‘‘faithfulness’’ and ‘‘efficiency’’ and a 
gee made showing the relative merits of 
the clerks of each class, this rating to be re- 
— oo of merit in making promo- 
tions. 5 

Ihave also suggested to the Postmaster - 
General that he adopt some plan by which he 
can, upon the basis of the reports to the de- 
partment and of frequent inspections, indicate 
the relative merit of postmasters of each 
class. They willbe appropriately indicated 
in the official register and in the report of the 
department. hat a great stimulus would 
thus be given tothe whole service I do not 
doubt, and such a record would be the best 
— against inconsiderate removals from 
office. 

EDUCATION FOR COLORED PEOPLE. 

The interest of the general Government in 
the education of the people found an early 
expression, not only in thoughtful and some- 
times warning utterances of our ablest states- 
men, but in liberal appropriations from the 
common resources for the support of educa- 
tion in the new States. No one will deny that 
it is of the gravest national concern that those 
who hold the ultimate control of all public 
affairs should have the necessary intelligence 
to wisely direct and determine them. Na- 
tional ald to education has heretofore taken 
the form of land grants and in that form the 
constitutional power of Congress to promote 
the education of the people is not seriously 
questioned. Ido not think it can be success- 
fully questioned when the form is changed to 
that of a direct grant of money from the public 
Treasury. 

Such aid should be, as it always has been, 
suggested by some exceptional conditions. 
The sudden emancipation of the slaves of the 
South, the bestowal of the suffrage which 
soon followed and the impairment of the 
ability of the States where these new citizens 
were chiefly found to adequately provide 
educational facilities, presented not only 
exceptional, but unexampled conditions. 
That the situation has been much ameliorated, 
there is no doubt. The ability and interest of 
the States have happily increased. 

But a great work remains to be done, and I 
think the general Government should tend its 
aid. As the suggestion ofa national grant in 
ald ofeducation grows chiefly out of the con- 
dition and needs of the emancipated siave 
and his descendants, the relief should, as far 
as possible, while necessarily proceeding 
upon some general lines, be applied to the 
need that suggested it. It is essential, if 
much good is to be accomplished, that the 
sympathy and active interest of the people of 
the States should be enlisted, and that the 
methods adopted sheuld be such as to stimu- 
late and not to supplant local taxation tor 
school purposes. 1 

As one Congress cannot bind a succeed- 
ing one in such a case, and as the effort must 
be in some degree experimental, I recom- 
mend that any me gg Adee ate made forthe 
purpose be so limited in annual amount and 
as to the time over which itis to extend as 
will,on the one hand, give the local school 
authorities opportunity to make the best use 
of the first year’s allowance, and on the other 
deliver them fromthe temptation to unduly 
postpene the assumption of the whole burden 
themselves. 

THE CONDITION OF THE NEGRO. 

The colored people did not intrude them- 
selves upon us; they were brought here in 
chains and held in the communities where 
they are now yg oy | found by acruel slave 
code. Happily for both races they are now 
free. They have, from a standpoint of ignor- 
ance and poverty, which was our shame, not 
thei:s, made remarkable advances in educa- 
tion and in the acquisition of property. They 
have, as a people, shown themselves to be 
friendly and faithful towards the white race, 
under temptations of tremendous stréngth. 
They have their representatives inthe national 
cemeteries, where a erateful Government has 

athered the ashes of those who died in its 

efense. They have furnished to our regular 
army regiments that have won high praise 
from their commanding officers for agra: 
and soldierly qualities and for fidelity to the 
enlistment oath. In civil life they are now 
the toilers of their communities, making 
their full contribution to the widening streams 
of prosperity which these communities 
are — Their sudden withdrawal 
would stop production and bring disorder 
into the bousehold as well as the shop. 
Generally they do not desire to quit their 
homes, and their employers resent the Inter- 
ference of the emigration agents who seek to 
stimulate such a desire. 

THE NEGRO AND THE BALLOT. 

But, notwithstanding all this, in many parts 
of our country where the colored population 
is large the people of that race are, by various 
devices, deprived of any effective exercise of 
their political rights and of many of their 
civil rights. The wrong does not expend itself 
upon those whose votes are suppressed. 
Every constituency in the Union is wronged. 

It has been the hope of every patriot that a 
sense of justice and of respect for the law 
would work a gradual cure of these flagrant 
evils. Surely no one supposes thatthe pres- 
ent can be accepted as a permanent cod! 
If it is said that these communities 
must work out this problem for themselves, 
we have a right to ask whether they are at 
work upon it. Do they suggest any solution? 
When and under what conditions is the black 
man to have a free ballot? When is he, in 
fact, to have those full civil rights 
which have so long been his in law? 
When is that equality of influence which our 
form of Government bas intended to secure 
to the electors to be restored? This generation 
should courageously face these grave qués- 
tions, and not leave them as a heritage of woe 
to the next. The consultation should proceed 
with candor, oalinness and great patience; 
upon the lines of justice and humanity, not 
of prejudice and cruelty. No question in our 
country can be at rest except upon the firm 
basis of justice and ofthe law. I eurnestly 
invite the attention of Congress tothe con- 
sideration of such measures within its well- 
defined constitutional powers as will secure 
to all our people a free exercise of 
the right of suffrage and eve other 
civil right under the Constitution and laws of 
the United States. No evil, however deplor- 
able, can justify the assumption, either on 
the part ofthe executive or of Congress, of 

owers not granted, but both willbe highly 
nt if all the pov ers granted are not 
wisely but firmly used to correct these evils. 
The power to take the whole direction and 
control of the election of members of the 
House of Representatives is clearly given to 
the General Government. A partial and 
qualified supervision of these elections 
is now provided for by law, and 
in my opinion this law may 
be so strengthened and extended as to se- 
cure, on the Whole, better results than can be 
attained by a law * all the cess of 
such election intothe Federal control. The 
colored man should be protected in all of his 
relations to the Federal Government, whether 
a litigant, juror or witness in our courts, as 
an elector for members of Congress of as @ 
peaceful traveler upon our interstate rail- 
ways. 

¥ THE DECAY OF OUR SHIPPING. 

There is nothing more justly humiliating to 
the national pridé and nothing mofe hurtful 
to the national prosperity thah the inferiority 
of our merchant marine compared with that 
of other nations whose general resources, 
wealth and sea coast lines do not suggest an 
reason for their supremacy on the sea. It 
‘was not always 80, and our people are agreed 
I think, that it shall not coptinue to be so, Tt 
is not possibie in this communication to dis- 
cuss the causes of the cay of our 
ann or the ee a eee 
y Ww & propose 
them. The statement of a well- authentic 


fact and some general suggestions as | 
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in foreign commerce, Were 
‘have since been and now are 
a by grants of public money. in 
one form or another is generally known. That 
the American lines of steamships have been 
abandoned by us to an unequal contest 
with the aided lines of other nations until 
they have been withdrawn, or in the few cases 
where they are still maintained are subject to 
serious disadvantage is matter of common 
knowledge. The present situation is such 
that travelers and merchandise find Liverpool 
often a necessary intermediate port between 
New York and some of the South American 
capitals. The fact that some of the delegates 
from South Aweriean States to the Oonference 
of American Nations now in session at 
Washington reached our shores by reversing 
that line of travel, is very cogclusive of the 
eed of such a conference, and very suggest - 
ve as to the first and most un ary step in 
the direction of fuller and more beneficial in- 
tercourse with nations that are now our 
neighbors upon the lines of latitude but not 
upon the lines of established commercial in- 
tercourse. 
A SUBSIDY RECOMMENDED. 

I recommend that such appropriations be 
made for ocean mall service, in American 
steamships, between our ports and those of 
Central and South America, China, Japan and 
other islandsin both of the great oceans as 
will be liberally remunerative for the service 
rendered, and as will encourage the estab- 
lishment and in some fair degree equalize the 
chances of American steamship lines in the 
competitions which they must meet, That 
the American States iying south of us will 
cordially co-operate in establishing and main- 
taining such lines of steamships to their prin: 
cipal ports I do not doubt. 

We should also make provision for a naval! 
reserve to consist of such merchant ships of 
American construction and of a specific ton- 
nage and s das the owners will consent 
to place at the use of the Government, in case 
of need, as armed cruisers. England has 
adopted this policy,and, as a result, can now 
upon necessity, at once place upon her nava 
list some of the fastest steamships in the 
world. A yi supervision of the construc- 
tlon ot such vessels would make their con- 
version into effective shivs of war very easy. 

Iam an advocate of economy in our national 
expenditures, but itisa misuse of terms to 
make this word describea policy that with- 
holds an expenditure for the purpose of ex- 
tending our foreign commerce. The enlarge- 
ment and importance of our merchant marine 
the development of a sufficient body of traine 
American seamen, the promotion of rapid and 
regular mail communication between the 
ports of other countries and our own, and the 
adoption of sarge and swift American 
merchant steamships for naval use in time of 
war are public purposes of the hich- 
est concern. The enlarged participation 
of our people in the oarrying trade, 
the new and increased markets that will be 
opened for the products of our farms and 
factories and the fuller and better employ- 
ment of our mechanics, which will result 
from a liberal promotion of our foreign com- 
merce, insure the widest possible diffusion of 
benefit to all the States and to all our people. 
Everything is most propitious for the present 
inauguration of a iiberal and progressive 
policy upon this subject and we should enter 
upon it with promptness and decision. 

The legislation which 1 have suggested, it is 
sincerely believed, will promote the peace 
and honor of our country aod the prosperity 
and securi of the people. I invoke the 
diligent and serious attention of Congress to 
the consideration of these and such other 
measures as may be presented, having the 
same great end in view.
